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H E Difputes for and againft the Bill for making Effectual 
the Sth and oth Articles of the Treaty of Commerce with 
France have been Carried on with great Warmth, and no 
want of Ignorance by the Parties on both Sides ; while it 
is to be feared, fewot thesHorteit Oppofers of it know, 
whatthe Bill it Selt was. ; 

For this reafon it is thought very Jufthat a True Copy of the faid 
Bill be made Publick, that it may Speak for it Self: For it is the ho- 
neft Intent of this Paper, to help every Man to a clear Knowledge of 
every Particular, that they may have nothing frft Artfully concealed, 
and then falfly reprefented to them, in order to deceive them. 

Wherefore, The Copy of the Bill it felf is hereunder Printed at 
length. 

By which it will appear,that the Defign was only to form a juft 
Ejuality of Duties and Prohibitions, in purfuance of the faid 8th and 
oth Articles of the Treaty, and to Explain fuch Expreffionsgs were by 
fume alledged to be Doubtful and Unintelligible therein, 

Andas it plainly appears ty the Bill it felf, that none of thofe falfe 
and malicious Suggeitions of permitting our Wooll ty be Carried into 
France, or of any thing prejudicial to the Englifh Commerce, or to 
our Woollen Menutastures, are contained in this Bill, or that there has 
been any Colour fer fich Reports and Suggeftions, nor could any honelt.
